ON MOUNT I EVEREST 


General Bruce Humorously 
Explains Secret of Failure 


LONDON, Oct. 18—Mt. Everest is 
to be attacked again’ in 1926, Lord 
Ronaldshay, president of the. Royal 
Geographical Society, announced at 
a meeting in Albert Hall last night, 
organized by this society and the 
Alpine Club jointly. But the real 
secret regarding the next attempt 
which it is hoped will prove to. be 
the secret of success was brought 
out at a dinner to à select company 
of enthusiasts at the Hdye Park 
Hotel just before the, big meeting. 
addressing 
the guests, solemnly informed them 
that in the Tibetan monastery of 
Rongbuk there was. a picture which 
was causing all the, trouble. This 
picture, he said, showed Mt. Everest 


in full majesty but run over from the 


top to the bottom with imps each 
armed with a trident. Wherever in 
the picture, Englishmen were shown 
attempting to proceed to the summit, 
imps and tridents barred the way.

recognized in his own. land as one 
of the great. musical. figures. 

The gratitude cherished toward 
chim by his-own-country was,forcibly 
expressed. by an -unprécedented 
manifestation a few years ago in the 
Austrian Parliament, when all depu- 
tles rose as one man., and united in 
a tribute to Bruckner’s genius. On 
Sept. 5, which marked the hundredth 
anniversary of his birth, a memorial 
tablet to Bruckner was unveiled on 
the house, Hessgasse 7, where the 
master made his modest, home for 
two decades. The medal was dedi- 
cated by the Schubertbund, and this 
society honored his memory by “a 
fine performance of his “Tafellied.”

Toronto's Orchestra» 
Opens Third Season 
TORONTO, Oot: 16 (Special ears 


respondence)—The New Symphony 
Orchestra opéied its season auspi- 


cioubly. All these musictans are earn- 


ing their living. in other ways. for 
the time being, and the orchestra is 
an extra activity: THey have given 
‘their time for practice and concerts 
in their Off hours: The fact. that they 
prepared and presented 20 programs | 
last season—the. concerts being given 
between 5 and 6:30. o’clock—indi- 
‘cates the enthusiasm of e men 
who are performing under the baton 
jot Mr. Luigi von Kunits. 

‘Of great assistance to the or- 
‘chestra was thé amalgamation last 
summer of Toronto’s two largest 
muste schools, the Toronto Conserva- 
tory of Music and the Canadian 
Academy of Music. Mr. von Kunits 
was at the head of the violin classes 
in the academy, and he drew_a large 
portion of his string section from 
that institution. The conservatory 
was seeking a ‘successor to Sir Ed- 
mund Walker, who was its president 
for many years. Col. A. E. Gooder- 
ham occupied a similar-position with 
the academy, and when the amalga- 
mation took place, he took-over the 
duties of the head of the conserva- 
tory. As a direct result of his keen 
interest in the orchegtra—Colonel 
Gooderham is president gf the Or- 
chestra Association—the. ‘great 
strength of the conservatory was 


immediately brought to the support 


of the band. The personnel has been 
strengthened by the addition of some 
of the finest musicians in Toronto, 
particularly in the string section. 
The direct result was a noticeahle 
improvement in purity and richness 
of tone. The orchestra now contains 
79 musicians. : 

The number of concerts planned 
for the season has been reduced to 
10, to be given ag twilight as in the 
past. The first program contained 
Schubert’s symphony in C. major, 
which was rendered in a most credit- 
able manner. This symphony is al- 
most a novelty to Toronto concert 
goers. It has not been included in 
the program of a visiting orchestra 
for a very long time, probably on 
account of its great length... In fact. 
it had not been heard in the. city 
for at least 15 years Mr. von Kunits’ 
talent as a conductor. finds its best 
expression in melodic and lucid 
music like that of Schubert.

f the ‘wrongdoer has, greatly changed. 


Among advanced peoples the penal 
dode no longer has for its purpose, 
vrtmarity,, the punishment ot the 
‘wrongdoer, but ‘rather his reforma- 
tion through convincing him of his 
mistaken, : point of view, thereby im- 
proving his aims and purposes. 

This custom has resulted from the
